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PROFILE:  TITUS,  ROMAN  EMPEROR,  A.  D.  79—81 


Titus  Flavius  Vespasianus,  born  in  Rome  Lta.d.  40,  was  the  eldest  son  of  Vespasian  and 
Domitilla.  He  was  brought  up  at  the  court  of  Nero  and  became  a  close  friend  of  Britannicus, 
the  unfortunate  son  of  Claudius.  As  a  young  man  he  served  with  distinction  in  Britain  and 
Germany  but  then  returned  to  Rome  for  a  short  time  before  he  again  took  the  field,  this  time 
in  the  East  where  his  father  was  striving  to  quell  the  Jewish  Revolt. 

In  July,  a.d.  69  Vespasian  was  proclaimed  emperor  and  marched  against  Vitellius,  leaving 
Titus  to  complete  the  subjection  of  the  Jews.  This  he  did  most  successfully,  the  campaign 
culminating  in  the  capture  of  Jerusalem  and  the  destruction  of  the  Temple.  On  his  return 
to  Rome  he  became  his  father’s  colleague  and  shared  in  the  Judaean  triumph  as  well  as 
being  given  a  large  proportion  of  the  responsibilities  of  government.  But  it  was  during  this 
period  that  he  became  very  unpopular  with  the  people,  who  saw  in  his  alleged  cruelty 
and  vices  the  makings  of  a  second  Nero. 

However,  upon  his  succession  to  the  throne  in  June,  a.d.  79,  he  completely  abandoned 
any  bad  ways  which  he  may  have  had  in  the  past  and  during  the  short  time  alloted  him  by 
fate  he  did  his  utmost  to  be  a  just  and  generous  ruler.  In  the  three  major  catastrophes  which 
occured  during  his  reign  —  the  eruption  of  Vesuvius  and  the  terrible  plague  in  a.d.  79  and 
the  fire  at  Rome  in  a.d.  80  —  Titus  showed  for  his  people  the  deep  love  of  a  father  for  his 
children  by  not  only  relieving  the  homeless  to  the  utmost  extent  of  his  resources  but  also 
by  stripping  all  his  own  houses  of  their  decorations  in  order  to  refurnish  the  damaged  temples 
in  Rome.

Having  expected  the  worst  of  their  future  ruler,  the  people  were  so  shocked  at  this 
wonderful  display  of  virtue  that  they  went  from  one  extreme  to  the  other  and  Titus  became 
the  object  of  universal  love  and  adoration.  Despite  these  disasters  there  were  some  happy 
events  too,  for  it  was  during  this  reign  that  the  famous  Colosseum  in  Rome  was  completed 
and  the  lavish  celebrations  which  the  emperor  gave  following  its  dedication  lasted  a  hundred 
days. 

Death,  however,  intervened  and  after  a  reign  of  little  over  two  years  Titus  expired  on 
September  13th,  a.d.  81  in  the  same  country  house  where  Vespasian  had  died.  Immediately 
the  news  spread  the  people  went  into  deep  mourning  and  it  was  a  popular  belief  at  the  time 
that  his  brother  Domitian,  who  had  already  been  involved  in  a  number  of  plots  against  the 
emperor,  was  chiefly  responsible  for  his  death. 

The  Senate  heaped  honours  upon  the  dead  emperor  and  he  was  placed  in  the  ranks  of  the 
gods.  But  the  Roman  World  now  faced  a  new  danger,  for  the  virtuous  Titus,  with  his 
remarkable  aptitude  for  the  arts  of  peace  and  war  alike,  was  succeded  by  his  cruel  and 
bloodthirsty  brother  Domitian.

THE  TRIAL  OF  THE  PYX

(continued) 

No  further  record  of  a  test  of  the  coinage  appears  to  have  survived  until  1248  A.D.  when, 
following  the  introduction  of  the  long-cross  coinage  in  1247,  the  old  and  the  new  coin  was  subjected 
to  a  test  before  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer.  This  test  is  recorded  in  the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer 
as  follows: — 

In  the  thirty-second  year  of  King  Henry  son  of  King  John  on  Wednesday  before  St.  Gregory’s 
day  (11  March  1248),  an  examination  was  made  as  well  of  the  new  as  of  the  old  money  of  England, 
by  a  writ  of  the  king  addressed  to  the  mayor  and  citizens  of  London  in  the  terms  following: 

“Henry  by  the  grace  of  God  king  of  England  etc.,  to  the  mayor  and  citizens  of  London,  greet¬ 
ing.  We  command  you  to  elect  twelve  of  the  more  discreet  and  lawful  men  of  our  city  of  London 
and  join  with  them  twelve  good  goldsmiths  of  the  same  city,  making  twenty-four  discreet  men 
in  all,  who  shall  go  before  the  Barons  of  our  Exchequer  at  Westminster  and  examine,  upon  oath, 
together  with  the  barons,  both  the  old  and  the  new  money  of  our  land,  and  make  provision  how 
it  may  be  bettered;  and  that  it  be  made  of  good  silver,  and  that  it  be  lawful  and  for  the  good  of 
the  realm.  Saving  to  us  our  approved  and  ancient  farm. 

The  said  mayor  and  citizens  of  London,  therefore,  assembling  at  Westminster  on  the  aforesaid 
Wednesday  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  said  writ,  chose  from  among  themselves  twelve  of  the 
more  discreet  men  of  the  said  city  ...  to  make  the  aforesaid  assay.  And  these  thirteen  (sic),  in  the 
fealty  which  they  owe  to  our  lord  the  king,  together  with  thirteen  sworn  goldsmiths —  ...  in  the 
presence  of  our  lord  the  king,  the  Earl  of  Cornwall,  his  brother,  William  de  Haverhull,  his  treasurer, 
Edward  of  Westminster,  William  Hardel,  then  warden  of  the  Mints  of  London  and  Canterbury, 
Ralph  of  Ely,  baron  of  the  Exchequer,  and  other  of  the  king’s  lieges  than  there  present,  made  the 
said  examination,  which  they  call  an  ‘assay’,  as  follows:  to  wit — 

One  pound  of  the  new  money  from  the  new  dies  having  been  taken,  more  than  once,  before 
all  the  persons,  named,  placed  in  the  refiners’  fire,  examined,  taken  out  and  placed  in  the  balance, 
it  was  found  not  to  weigh  more  than  six  pence  less  than  the  (standard)  pound;  wherefore  by  the 
custom  of  the  realm  of  England  it  had  been  good  and  lawful  and  approved  by  all.  But  one  pound 
of  the  old  money  having  been  taken  likewise  more  than  once,  and  put  to  the  fire  and  weighed  in 
the  manner  aforesaid,  there  was  lacking  from  the  pound,  on  the  aforesaid  examination  ten  pence; 
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wherefore  it  was  clear  to  all  that  it  was  not  good  nor  lawful.  It  was  therefore  provided  and  granted 
by  all  that  those  who  wish  in  future  to  come  to  the  king’s  mint  to  exchange  their  old  money,  shall 
pay  for  each  pound,  in  addition  to  the  king’s  farm  (i.e.  seignorage  and  mintage)  ten  pence,  because 
that  was  the  deficiency  per  pound  in  that  money;  or  that  anyone  wishing  to  exchange  such  money 
may  choose  to  have  his  money  tried  in  the  fire,  or  to  pay  ten  pence  beyond  the  farm  as  aforesaid.” 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  noted  that  the  term  “assay”  merely  means  a  test  and  that  the 
assay  of  the  coin  applied  equally  to  a  test  of  weight  and  to  a  test  of  composition.  Thus  in  “A  brief 
note  of  those  things  which  are  to  be  done  by  the  warden  of  the  mint”  drawn  up  by  Sir  Richard 
Martyn,  warden  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  I,  it  is  stated  “The  same  assay  to  be  taken  as  well 
of  the  fynnes  as  of  the  weight  .  .  .  Also  in  the  Mint  indentures  it  is  ordained  that  “there  shall  be 
assays  made  as  well  of  the  fineness  as  of  the  weight  of  the  said  monies  of  gold  and  silver  in  the  said 
box  .  .  .  .”  Again  the  document  in  the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer  dated  c.  1248  on  the  Duties  of 
the  officers  of  the  Mint  states  that  “the  assayer  must  make  an  assay  of  twenty  pence  in  the  Mint  .  .  . 
that  it  is  of  lawful  weight  and  of  good  silver”.  Moreover,  the  result  of  the  assay  of  1248  can  refer 
only  to  a  test  of  weight.  The  coin  tested  was  of  the  ancient  standard  of  1 1  ozs.  2  dwts.  to  the  pound, 
i.e.  millesimal  fineness  of  925,  and  that  this  was  the  case  is  apparent  from  the  finenesses  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  coins  established  by  recent  tests. 

Ethelred  II  918.1  William  I  922.8 

Canute  931  Henry  I  914.7 

Edward  the  Confessor  940.4  Henry  II  923.8 

Consequently,  if  the  coin  had  actually  been  refined  the  loss  would  have  been  not  less  than  18d. 
in  the  pound.  It  is  clear  therefore  that  the  results  given  were  those  of  a  test  for  weight.  The  fact 
that  the  new  coin  “was  found  not  to  weigh  more  than  six  pence  less  than  the  (standard)  pound” 
and  was  therefore  “good  and  lawful”  was  in  accordance  with  “the  custom  of  the  realm  of  Eng¬ 
land”  for  the  Dialogue  of  the  Exchequer  explains  that  the  money  of  this  kingdom  is  not  to  be 
accounted  legal  “if  the  pound  of  silver  coins  when  refined  be  found  to  have  lost  more  than  six 
pennyweights”  and  even  up  to  1815  the  remedy  allowance  of  our  silver  coins  was  equivalent  to 
sixpence  in  the  pound  Troy.  Also  in  the  document  dated  c.  1248  in  the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer 
on  the  duties  of  the  officers  of  the  mint  it  is  stated  of  the  Assayer  that  he  “shall  make  each  assay 
of  twenty  blanks  weighing  twenty  pennyweights  of  lawful  money  which  assay  should  not  be  out 
more  than  a  halfpenny  more  or  less.”  This  allowance  is  of  course  equal  to  sixpence  in  the  pound. 
In  the  case  of  the  ten  pennyweights  lost  by  the  old  coin  it  has  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  coin 
(i.e.  the  short-cross  issue)  had  been  in  circulation,  except  for  a  limited  recoinage  in  1205,  since 
1180  and  the  loss  of  ten  pennyweights  equal  to  about  4%  would  represent  a  normal  loss  by  wear 
and  tear. 

Similar  considerations  would  apply  to  the  case  reported  by  Madox,  viz:  “In  the  fourteenth 
vear  of  King  Henry  III  (A.D.  1230)  the  Sheriff's  of  London  paid  at  the  Exchequer  £214.  6.  3.  part 
Bf  the  Ferm  of  that  City.  The  money  was  right  by  weight.  But  being  brought  to  the  Examen  of 
fire,  it  lacked  upon  the  first  Assay  14d.  per  pound,  and  upon  the  second  Assay  12d.  The  Sheriff 
challenged  both  Assays,  and  desired  a  third.  But  that  was  respited  until  further  order.”  Moreover 
if  these  losses  represented  the  amount  by  which  the  coin  was  below  standard  fineness  the  unlikely 
event  would  have  to  be  assumed  that  the  Exchequer  freely  accepted  base  coin  and  that  all  the  coin 
in  circulation  was  debased. 

The  examination  of  1248  was  in  fact  following  the  practice  established  at  the  beginning  of  the 
reign  of  Henry  II,  to  which  reference  has  been  made  earlier,  under  which  the  coin  was  tested 
immediately  after  a  recoinage  or  the  introduction  of  a  new  coinage  for  one  reason  at  least  in  order 
to  determine  at  what  rate  the  old  coin  would  be  exchanged  for  the  new  coin  or  would  be  accepted 
at  the  Exchequer,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  coins,  being  pieces  of  silver  to  which  a  prescribed 
weight  and  fineness  was  attached,  would  have  their  value  determined  by  weight. 

The  suggestion  that  the  results  of  the  test  were  those  of  weight  does  not  imply  that  a  test  of 
fineness  was  not  made  also.  The  Dialogus  describes  the  process  then  in  use: — 

The  tellers  in  the  Receipt  set  aside  forty-four  shillings  by  tale  for  the  assay  in  a  purse  to  which 
the  sheriff  set  his  seal.  On  the  day  of  the  assay  this  purse  was  brought  into  the  upper  Exchequer  by 
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the  pesour,  and  a  fair  sample  of  the  pence  was  weighed  against  a  standard  pound  and  counted  to 
see  whether  there  were  only  240  needed,  or  more.  In  either  case  a  pound  by  tale  (i.e.  240  pence) 
was  placed  in  a  cup  to  be  assayed,  while  the  remaining  twenty-four  shillings  were  returned  to  the 
purse.  The  melter  received  his  fee  of  2d.,  and  two  sheriffs  were  appointed  to  accompany  the  sheriff 
whose  money  was  under  examination  and  act  as  witnesses.  The  pesour  and  the  three  sheriffs  then 
went  to  the  furnace,  where  the  melter  awaited  them.  The  coins  were  recounted,  first  by  the  pesour 
and,  then  by  the  melter,  who  proceeded  to  assay  them.  The  Dialogus  then  proceeds  as  follows:  - 

“The  melter  takes  the  coins  in  his  own  hand,  counts  them  and  arranges  them  in  a  cupel,  or 
test  of  wood  ashes,  which  is  in  the  furnace.  He  then  reduces  them  to  an  ingot  according  to  the 
rules  of  the  melter’s  art,  melting  and  purifying  the  silver.  But  he  must  be  careful  not  to  stop  before 
the  process  is  complete,  nor  to  vex  and  consume  the  silver  by  unnecessary  heat;  since  in  the 
former  case  the  king,  in  the  latter  the  sheriff',  would  lose.  He  must  take  every  care  and  exercise 
all  diligence  that  the  silver  be  not  consumed,  but  only  thoroughly  refined  by  heat ;  those  who 
are  sent  by  the  Court  must  give  heed  to  this  point.  Now,  when  the  test  piece  is  made,  the 
pesour  takes  it  to  the  barons,  accompanied  by  the  others,  and  weighs  it  before  all  their  eyes 
against  the  pound  weight  mentioned  above ;  he  proceeds  to  supply  what  the  fire  has  consumed 
by  adding  pieces  out  of  the  purse  until  the  test  piece  balances  the  pound  weight.  Then  the 
test  piece  is  marked  with  chalk  with  these  words,  “Yorkshire.  The  pound  burnt  so  many  or  so 
many  pence”,  and  then  it  is  called  an  “assay”,  for  it  is  not  marked  until  it  has  been  admitted 
that  it  should  be  so  marked.  But  if  the  sheriff  whose  assay  it  is  challenges  it  on  the  ground  that 
an  undue  quantity  has  been  consumed  (sc.  by  overheating  or  by  the  melting  of  the  sil  ver  into 
the  lead)  or  if  the  melter  admits  that  for  some  reason  the  test  has  failed,  twenty  shillings  are 
once  more  to  be  counted  out  from  the  remainder  in  the  purse,  so  that  the  test  may  be  repeated 
as  before.” 

With  regard  to  the  words  in  brackets  the  editors  of  the  Oxford  edition  (1902)  of  the  Dia¬ 
logus  state  “These  words  are  difficult  to  translate  and  explain,  and  are  possibly  the  result  of  a 
note  subsequently  incorporated  in  the  text  ....  Probably  they  had  not  much  more  meaning 
for  the  author  than  they  have  for  us.  Readmits  that  he  knew  little  about  the  process  of  assaying 
and  he  may  have  merely  wished  to  indicate  in  a  vague  way  that  lead  was  used  in  it.” 

Apart  from  this  explanation  it  is  necessary  to  observe  that  the  test  starts  with  an  exact 
number  (240)  of  pennies  and  that  these  are  reduced  “to  an  ingot”.  If  however  the  test  was  to 
be  a  metallurgical  one  it  would  commence  with  a  weight,  carefully  determined,  and  lor  a 
cupellation  test  one  very  much  smaller  than  that  of  240  pennies.  In  the  “Treatise  on  the  New 
Money”  in  the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer  it  states  “Nowadays  an  assay  is  made  of  an  ounce, 
weighed  with  the  greatest  accuracy.  This  is  placed  in  cupels  arranged  in  the  fire  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  and  is  purged  by  enough  lead  for  the  assay,  from  all  the  copper  or  other  metal  which  it 
contains.  The  weight  ol  each  grain  of  the  assay  is  proved  by  correct  calculation  to  be  equN 
valent  to  a  penny  in  every  pound,  and  consequently  half  a  grain  equals  a  halfpenny  and  A 
quarter  a  farthing;  which  is  easily  proved,  since  the  grain  is  the  twenty-fourth  part  of  a 
penny.  Therefore,  as  twenty-four  grains  make  one  pennyweight,  so  twenty-four  halfounces 
make  a  pound.  Each  grain,  therefore,  bears  the  same  proportion  to  a  penny  as  each  penny 
does  to  a  pound  ....  Thus  for  every  grain  that  the  assay  loses  in  weight  one  penny  can  be 
accordingly  reckoned  in  each  pound.” 

Later,  the  amount  taken  for  the  test  was  “12  grains  Troy  exactly,  which  to  the  mind  of  the 
assayer  may  represent  12  ounces,  or  one  pound  Troy.”  Then  “he  wraps  it  up  in  a  piece  of 
thinly  flatted  pure  lead  and  having  moulded  it  into  shape,  in  a  bullet  mould,  it  comes  out  like 
a  round  marble,  and  is  placed  in  a  vessel  called  a  cupel,  formed  of  burnt  bone  ash,  and  in  form 
resembling  a  cube  about  7/8  ths  of  an  inch  deep  .  .  .  the  top  part  having  a  hole  sunk  inlt,  the 
exact  size  of  the  interior  of  the  bullet  mould.  The  cupel  is  then  put  into  the  furnace,  and  kept 
there  for  the  space  of  about  25  minutes.  The  result  of  this  operation  it  that  the  lead  in  which 
the  silver  was  wrapped  up  becomes  absorbed  by  the  bone  ash,  of  which  the  cupel  is  made, 
together  with  whatever  quantity  of  copper  or  other  base  metal  there  might  have  been  in  the 
silver;  and  the  silver  comes  out  of  the  fire  quite  pure.”  ( Art  of  Assaying  Gold  and  Silber 
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with  considerations  on  the  importance  of  the  Pix  Jury  bv  lames  Watherston,  Goldsmith  - 
London  1847). 

Both  in  the  assay  described  in  the  Dialogus  and  in  that  recorded  in  the  Red  Book  the  tests 
involved  both  weight  and  fineness,  these  tests  being  designated  variously  ‘tryal  by  fire’, 
combustio  examen  and  assaium  or  assaia.  In  the  case  of  the  test  by  weight  it  was  inevitablewhere 
coin  w  hich  had  been  in  circulation  wras  concerned  that  a  departure  from  standard  would  be 
recorded  owing  to  wear  and  tear,  clipping  etc.  On  the  other  hand  if  was  unlikely  that  a  depar¬ 
ture  from  standard  fineness  would  be  recorded  particularly  from  1180  onwards  when  the 
fineness  was  stringently  controlled  by  assayers  in  the  mints.  Nevertheless  there  appears  to  be 
little  if  any  indication  that  the  test  for  fineness  was  undertaken  by  cupcllation,  and  it  seems 
probable  from  the  fact  that  the  test  is  stated  to  be  a  trial  by  fire  that  the  process  followed  wras 
that  described  by  W.  Chandler  Roberts  F.  R.  S.  in  his  Cantor  Lectures  of  1884  viz:- 

“ Pliny  states  that  in  his  time  a  method  was  in  use  for  estimating  the  amount  of  silver  in  an 
alloy  of  silver  and  copper,  by  the  degree  of  discoloration  or  blackening  which  attends  the  heating 
of  the  alloy  in  air.  This  method,  long  practised  in  France,  and  known  by  the  name  of  essais  a  la 
rachure ,  or  a  I'echoppe,  is  described  by  Rochon  (Essais  snr  les  momaies,  1792)  who  says  that  it  was 
generally  recognised  in  the  Roman  mints  in  the  time  of  Marius  Gratidianus,  triumvir  of  the  money, 
and  later  by  Chaudet  (LdArt  de  P  Essayenr,  Paris,  1855)  who  gives  a  table  showing  that  silver  of 
the  English  standard  (925)  when  heated  to  low  redness  in  a  muffle,  becomes  uniformly  grey-white, 
while  intermediate  tints  are  produced  by  heating  lower  alloys,  until  the  standard  used  for  the 
French  subsidiary  coinage  (835)  is  reached.  As  this  becomes  black  under  treatment,  the  process 
ceases  to  be  useful  for  alloys  of  lower  standard.” 

It  has  been  observed  that  from  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Henry  II  to  1248  a  practice  had 
been  established  by  the  Exchequer  of  subjecting  the  coinage  to  examination  on  each  occasion  of  a 
recoinage  or  the  is^ue  of  a  new  coinage  and  in  so  far  as  the  purpose  of  this  examination  was  to 
maintain  the  coinage  of  the  country  at  the  proper  standard,  both  as  to  weight  and  as  to  purity  of 
metal,  the  Trial  of  the  Pyx  in  an  elementary  form  was  thereby  instituted.  Even  this  examination 
had  developed  from  a  general  “combustion”  at  the  Exchequer  to  an  examination  conducted  by 
a  jury  of  goldsmiths  in  the  presence  of  the  mayor  and  citizens  of  London.  A  further  addition  was 
now  made  to  the  procedure  for  testing  the  coins  for  the  Red  Book  states  (c.1248)  “And  lest  in  time 
to  come  there  should  be  deceit  in  the  lawful  coin  of  the  realm  by  the  counsel  of  the  persons  afore¬ 
said,  for  the  good  of  the  commonwealth  there  were  made  two  trial  plates  (assaia),  each  of  the 
weight  of  ten  shillings,  one  of  which  is  of  pure  silver  and  the  other  of  standard  silver.  And  these 
two  trial-plates  were  stamped  with  a  certain  die,  placed  in  the  treasury  of  our  lord  the  king  at 
Westminster  under  the  seal  of  the  mayor  of  London. 

There  were  likewise  made  several  trial  plates  after  the  same  manner,  stamped  with  the  said  die, 
and  delivered  to  the  various  places  in  which  mints  were  set  up:  to  wit,  at  London  two  of  forty 
pennyweights  each,  one  of  pure  silver  for  testing  the  silver,  and  one  for  the  coin;  at  Canterbury 
two  similar  plates;  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  Norwich,  Oxford,  Northampton,  Lincoln,  Winchester, 
Gloucester,  Exeter,  York  and  Ilchester,  the  same.” 

On  the  completion  of  the  recoinagc  in  1250  the  provincial  mints  wyere  closed  and  the  trial-plates 
were  returned  as  shown  by  the  following  entry  in  the  Lord  Treasurer’s  Remembrancer’s  Memo 
randa  Roll,  Hilary  Term,  34  Henry  III.  “Concerning  the  assays  to  be  returned  to  the  King  and  the 
Earl.  Every  town  throughout  England  in  which  minting  was  done  should  restore  to  the  King 
and  Earl  the  assays  which  the  Wardens  of  the  mints  received.” 

In  1270  Bartholomew  dc  Castello,  who  was  Warden  of  the  Mint  and  keeper  of  the 
Exchanges,  was  appointed  by  the  King  to  prove  and  assey  the  King’s  money  throughout 
the  kingdom,  with  authority  to  seize  corrupt  monies,  and  to  keep  them  for  the  King’s  use. 

The  procodure  for  testing  the  coinage  was  however  brought  very  close  to  the  present 
form  of  the  Trial  of  the  Pyx  by  the  Rotidns  de  Moneta  or  Roll  of  the  Mint  drawn  up  in  1279 
on  the  appointment  of  William  de  Turncmirc,  the  first  Master  of  the  Mint. 

The  Roll  directs  “First,  a  standard  must  be  made  which  shall  remain  at  the  Exchequer 
or  in  such  a  place  as  our  lord  the  king  will.  And  the  money  shall  be  made  according  to  the 
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form  of  the  standard  and  of  the  same  fineness  as  the  standard.  And  (the  standard)  must  be 
marked,  made  and  struck  with  the  stamp  of  the  old  money  and  of  the  new.  .  .  . 

Item.  There  must  be  a  box  with  two  keys,  one  of  which  the  Master  of  the  Mint  must 
keep  and  the  Warden  the  other.  And  in  the  said  box  must  be  put  one  sterling  out  of 
each  ten  pounds  coined,  to  make  the  assay.  And  this  box  must  be  delivered  four  times 
a  year  by  the  assayer  to  the  king,  and  this  shall  be  at  the  Exchequer. 

Item.  Our  lord  the  king  must  have  a  good  and  lawful  assayer,  and  let  the  assayer  make 
the  assay  four  times  a  year  as  is  aforesaid/4 

These  arrangements  were  made  in  connection  with  the  new  coinage  of  Edward  I  which 
owing  to  the  bad  state  of  the  existing  coins  involved  a  complete  recoinage;  also  as  the 
standard  or  trial  plate  was  stamped  with  the  old  die  and  the  new  an  examination  of  both  the 
old  and  the  new  coin  was  contemplated ;  the  lodging  of  a  standard  at  the  Exchequer  had  been 
introduced  at  the  examination  held  in  1248.  These  circumstances  arc  characteristic  of  the 
preceding  examinations  and  serve  to  show  that  the  Roll  of  the  Mint  of  1279  merely  repre¬ 
sented  a  further  development  in  the  procedure  for  testing  the  coin  which  had  been  intro¬ 
duced  early  in  the  reign  of  Henry  II. 

Although  the  Roll  makes  no  mention  of  duplicate  standards  delivered  to  the  mints  such 
as  those  provided  in  1248  there  is  little  doubt  that  such  standards  or  trial  plates  continued  to 
be  provided,  for  the  Red  Book  records  (8  June  1280)  that  the  abbot  of  Saint  Edmunds  ,,came 
to  the  king  and  begged  him  to  order  that  the  standard  should  be  given  him  as  an  appurte¬ 
nance  of  the  die“.  Also  in  1286  when  John  de  Caturco  and  Gerald  Mauban  were  appointed 
joint  masters  of  the  mints  “A  writ  was  issued  to  the  Treasurer  and  Barons  commanding  them 
to  deliver  the  Pixes  of  the  Exchanges  of  London  and  Canterbury  to  John  de  Caturco  and 
Gerald  Mauban  in  order  to  coin  money”,  the  pixes  mentioned  here  being  undoubtedly  the 
standards. 

It  seems  unlikely  that  the  quarterly  examination  of  the  contents  of  the  box,  later  known 
as  the  Pyx  Chest,  consisting  of  “one  sterling  out  of  each  ten  pounds  coined”  as  provided  in 
the  Roll  of  the  Mint  was  strictly  observed  for  very  long.  Madox  records,  however,  that 
‘'King  Edward  I  (anno  9  or  10)  by  his  writ  commanded  the  Barons  to  take  with  them  Gre¬ 
gory  de  Rokesle  and  straightway  before  they  retired  from  the  Exchequer  to  open  the  boxes 
of  the  assay  of  London  and  Canterbury  and  to  make  the  assay  in  such  manner  as  the  King’s 
Council  were  wont  to  do  and  to  take  an  account  thereof,  so  that  they  might  be  able  to  certify 
the  King  touching  the  same,  whenever  he  should  please.”  The  phrase  “to  make  the  assay  in 
such  manner  as  the  King’s  Council  were  wont  to  do”  suggests  that  the  examination  was  con¬ 
ducted  at  the  Exchequer  by  its  own  officers,  the  weigher  (or  pesour)  and  the  mclter  (or  fusor). 

A  further  test  of  the  coinage  is  recorded  in  the  sixth  year  of  Edward  II,  1312,  when  as¬ 
says  were  made  at  Westminster  “before  Walter  de  Norwich  and  other  Barons  of  the  Exche¬ 
quer,  of  all  the  Pixes,  as  well  of  Pennies  as  of  Farthings,  during  the  whole  time  that  John  de 
Pontoyse  and  Lapin  Roger  were  Masters  of  the  Mint  of  London  and  Canterbury,  and  Rogerl 
de  Frowyk  Exchanger  in  those  Cities.”  John  de  Pontoyse  was  appointed  Master  in  1309 
and  Lapin  Roger  in  1312  so  that  this  examination  covered  the  coinage  of  at  least  three 
years.  Six  years  after  this,  in  1318,  “an  assay  was  made  of  the  money  of  the  Mints  of  Lon- 
donr  and  Cantebury  between  the  11th  day  of  June  in  the  10th  year  of  the  King  and  the 
19th  day  of  November  in  the  11th  year,  during  which  Giles  de  Hertebergh  and  Terrick 
de  Lose  were  Masters  of  the  said  Mint;  and  between  the  same  day  and  the  21st  of  April  in 
the  12th  year  at  which  time  the  said  Giles  above  was  Master;  viz.,  of  forty-seven  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  thirty  pounds  minted  within  that  time. 

Upon  this  assay,  it  was  found,  that  the  said  money  was  too  weak,  and  of  a  greater  alloy 
than  it  ought  to  be  of,  by  two  hundred  and  fifty  eight  pounds  five  shillings  and  ten  pence 
halfpenny;  according  to  the  rolls  of  the  said  assays  remaining  in  the  receipt. 

For  these  defects  the  said  Giles  was  bound  to  answer  to  the  King  for  himself  and  the 
said  Terrick,  as  he  acknowledgee  before  the  Treasurer  and  the  Barons.”

Ondrouch,  Prof.  Vojtech.  Keltske  Mince  Typu  Biatec  z  Bratislavy.  (Celtic  Coins  of 
the  Biatec  Type  from  Bratislava).  Bratislava,  1958,  Pp.  207;  ilx  plates  (illustrating  270 
coins)  +  xxvii  supplementary  plates;  2  maps. 

This  study  of  the  “Biatec”  type  coinage  of  the  Boii  of  the  Carpathian  Basin  of  Western 
Slovakia  and  North-East  Austria  is  the  first  volume  of  a  series  of  monographs  on  local  arch¬ 
aeology  and  history  to  be  published  from  the  Bratislava  Museum.  Professor  Ondruch  deals 
primarily  with  an  important  hoard  of  these  Celtic  coins  found  in  1942  which  is  the  fourteenth 
hoard  of  this  type  to  be  found  in  this  area  and  the  sixth  (and  largest)  to  be  found  within  the 
town  of  Bratislava  itself,  and  he  suggests  that  these  coins  together  with  other  archaeological 
finds  of  the  same  period  indicate  a  thickly  populated  fortified  settlement  at  Bratislava,  which 
was  an  important  manufacturing  and  trading  centre,  widi  its  own  mint,  situated  at  an  inter¬ 
section  of  vital  trade  routes. 

The  “Biatec”  tetradrachms  of  the  1942  hoard  are  linked  to  the  Boii  gold  staters  and  their 
sub-divisions  and  also  to  the  smaller  silver,  and  Prof.  Ondruch  dates  the  series  —  the  latest  of 
the  Boiian  coins  —  to  the  period  b.c.  70-58  when  their  issue  was  terminated  by  the  Dacian 
occupation,  though  they  may  still  have  circulated  up  to  the  time  of  the  Roman  occupation  of 
Pannonia,  12-9  b.  c.  Besides  the  coins  of  “Biatec”  the  names  of  a  number  of  other  chieftains 
are  recorded  on  these  coins :  nonnos,  devil,  busu,  bussumarus,  iantumarus,  cobrovomarus, 
coisa,  ainorix,  fariarix,  evoiurix,  titto,  counos,  coviomarius  and  now  a  hitherto 
unknown  ruler  maccius,  represented  by  three  coins  from  this  latest  hoard.  Prof.  Ondruch 
would  place  thes  coins  of  Maccius  at  the  very  end  of  the  series. 

A  barbarian  coinage  with  a  certain  nobility  of  its  own,  these  coins  are  of  particular  interest 
as  they  reflect  not  only  Roman  influence,  but  also  Hellenic,  Etruscan  and  Celtiberian.  It  is 
interesting  to  compare  them  with  the  Celtic  coins  of  Western  Europe. 

The  writer  of  this  notice,  who  is  only  able  to  work  on  the  English  summary,  is  hardly 
competent  to  judge  to  what  extent  the  coins  provide  valid  evidence  for  the  author’s  theories 
on  the  social  and  economic  history  of  the  Boii  at  this  period  who,  he  suggests,  due  to  the 
development  of  crafts,  extending  commerce  and  consequent  urbanization,  develop  from  a 
clan  organization  which  was  “an  organ  of  the  people”  into  a  “slave-dealer’s  society”  ruled 
by  an  aristocracy  of  agricultural  war-lords. 

This  book,  written  in  Czech,  is  surprizingly  well-provided  with  extensive  summaries  in 
English,  French,  German  and  Russian,  also  multilingual  explanations  of  the  various  tables 
and  supplementary  plates.  It  lists  the  mid-European  hoards  of  Boiian  coins  and  contains 
distribution  maps.  The  plates,  though  adequate,  do  not  reach  the  technical  perfection  of 
some  other  modern  numismatic  publications.  —  P.  G.  S.
